bouae plants, it in not best to allo* the ther- 
mometer to be above 70 °, and if they could 
be kept in a room where the thermometer 
would not uaually range much above C5 °, it 
would be belter. In the night time 60° la 
«nou(ib. (iive a little fresh air every day, 
and all the sunlight attainable. 
An effort 


ahould be made to give moisture to the 
atmosphere, for our own good as well as the 
health of tho plants. Thla can be done in 
rarious'wayi by evaporating water; but when 
the planta are in a separate apartment, like 
• little greenhouse, it can be done more con- 
veuienlly and 
effectually, 
although this 


separate apartment be only a bay window, 
with glass doors separating it from the 
living room. In tbia place water can be 
U5M fresly, by syringing, etc., and a moist 
atmosphere preserved. 
Tho temperature, 


with this arrangement, can be kept lower 
than would be comfortable in the living 
room, and the pUnts are saved from duet 
and many evils which we luansge to endure 
and liTe.irat which generally prove too ranch 
for tho plants.— [James Vick.
